Investment  Insights 

As  we  approach  the  Iona-awaited  date  of  leaali- 


As  we  approach  the  long-awaited  date  of  legali¬ 
zation  of  gold  bullion,  we  see  the  desperate  last- 
minute  maneuvering  of  investors  and  dealers  alike. 
Many  of  the  “bullion  coin”  dealers  are  making  prep¬ 
arations  for  the  sale  of  gold  bars  while  they  try  to 
take  advantage  of  the  final  days  of  bullion  coin 
speculation. 

Exactly  what  the  remainder  of  the  year  holds  for 
this  market  is  a  mystery.  The  recent  bankruptcy  of 
one  of  the  country’s  largest  bullion  coin  dealers  indi¬ 
cates  the  speculative  nature  of  such  an  investment. 
If  “experts”  such  as  that  firm  are  unable  to  read  the 
market  with  any  degree  of  certainty,  what  makes  a 
potential  investor  think  he  can  make  a  “killing”  with 
his  limited  knowledge?  Unfortunately,  there  are  far 
more  casualties  on  the  side  of  the  investors  in  the 
“get  rich  quick”  investments. 

The  recent  instability  of  the  stock  market  seems 
to  have  only  slightly  deterred  the  “die-hard  market 
investors”.  This  breed  of  investor  must  certainly  be 
recognized  for  his  determination  and  undying  faith 
in  “hunches”.  The  rather  high  incidence  of  failure  of 
his  investments  seems  to  merely  spur  him  on  to  fur¬ 
ther  speculative  ventures.  This  is  not  to  say  money 
has  not  beqn  made  in  the  market  in  the  last  few  years, 
however,  most  market  investors  will  find  that  the  sub¬ 
traction  of  their  losses  from  their  gains  leaves  much 
to  be  desired.  The  wisdom  of  these  investors  must 
certainly  be  questioned  when  they  rejoice  over  finally 
reaching  the  “break-even”  point.  A  businessman  ob¬ 
viously  could  not  stay  in  business  for  very  long  if  he 
was  only  “breaking  even”. 

Seemingly  overlooked  by  many  investors,  the  rare 
coin  market  trudges  along  at  its  nothing-less-than- 
spectacular  pace.  The  rare  coin  market  has  long  been 
considered  as  strictly  the  realm  of  collectors.  It  has 
only  been  in  recent  years  that  anyone  took  the  time 
to  calculate  the  growth  of  rare  coins  and  examine  its 
track  record.  Figures  derived  from  the  current  issue 
of  “A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins”  by  R.  S. 
Yeoman  (the  “Redbook”)  have  revealed  some  very 
startling  facts.  An  investment  of  $800  in  1947  in  a  high 
grade  (generally  Brilliant  Uncirculated)  “type  set”* 
would  currently  bring  approximately  $38,000.,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  4750%  or  nearly  170%  per  year!  These  fig¬ 
ures  do  not  include  gold  coinage,  which  would  have 
required  an  additional  investment  of  $2100  to  yield  a 
total  value  of  the  type  set  of  over  $93,000!  These  sta- 
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tistics  are  truly  incredible  considering  the  fact  that 
these  prices  are  based  on  the  values  of  the  least  ex¬ 
pensive  coin  in  each  series.  There  have  been  some 
very  exceptional  increases  in  this  period  (1947  — 
present)  such  as  the  1853  Arrows  and  Rays  Half  Dol¬ 
lar  in  BU,  which  was  listed  at  $6.50  in  1947  and  today 
lists  for  $1,500.00!  The  1796  quarter  in  BU  listed  for 
$100  in  1947  while  today’s  catalog  price  of  $10,000. 
is  ridiculously  low.  Granted,  not  every  coin  has  per¬ 
formed  in  such  spectacular  fashion,  however  the 
rather  common  1865  three-cent  nickel  listed  in  BU  at 
$1.35  in  1947  and  today  catalogs  for  a  very  conser¬ 
vative  $52.50.  Increases  such  as  this  are  not  at  all 
unusual. 

In  view  of  the  indisputable  track  record  of  rare 
U.S.  coins,  we  cannot  help  but  wonder  at  the  reluc¬ 
tance  of  investors  to  seriously  include  them  in  their 
overall  investment  picture.  The  traditional  avenue  of 
investment  for  the  potential  investor  has  been  the 
stock  market.  The  investor  places  his  confidence  in 
his  broker’s  knowledge  of  the  market  —  many  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars  are  invested  strictly  on  the  basis  of 
the  broker’s  credibility.  New  England  Rare  Coin  Gal¬ 
leries  offers  the  potential  investor  the  benefit  of  our 
expertise  in  a  field  which  features  a  product  of  lim¬ 
ited  supply  and  ever-increasing  demand.  The  supply 
of  rare  coins  certainly  will  never  increase  while  the 
demand  is  accentuated  by  the  fact  that  interest  in 
numismatics  is  at  an  all-time  high.

We  recognize  the  fact  that  the  vast  and  complex 
field  of  numismatics  leaves  many  people  bewil¬ 
dered.  Basically  two  types  of  people  read  our  cata¬ 
log  —  the  collectors  (or  “hole-fillers”)  who  have  a 
specific  goal  in  mind,  and  the  beginners/investors. 
Often  the  beginners/investors  are  hesitant  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  coin  due  to  their  lack  of  confidence  in 
their  ability  to  choose  the  right  coin.  It  was  for  this 
reason  that  NEW  ENGLAND  RARE  COIN  GALLER¬

Some  investors  are  interested  in  highly  speculative 
items  (such  as  bullion  gold,  BU  rolls,  etc.)  that  of¬ 
fer  quick  profits  (or  quick  losses)  and  put  them 
completely  at  the  mercy  of  various  uncontrollable 
market  factors.  Others  prefer  investing  (usually 
over  a  long  period  of  time)  in  rarer  items  such  as 
choice  colonials,  rare  gold,  choice  type  material, 
and  rare  date  silver  and  copper  coins. 

THE  COIN  MARKET  IN  GENERAL: 

Prospects  for  the  future  of  the  rare  coin  market  in 
general  look  excellent.  As  we  have  stated  previ¬ 
ously,  there  has  never  been  as  great  an  interest  in 
coins  as  there  is  today.

As  you  can  see  from 
the  accompanying  photographs,  the  5^  denomination 
was  printed  singly  and  in  pairs  on  7"  long  paper  while 
the  lOc'  and  25(/  denominations  were  printed  in  pairs 
only  on  8”  long  paper.  We  can  offer  the  following 
theory  as  to  how  this  happened.  The  printer  naturally 
began  with  the  5< i  notes  and  printed  them  one  at  a 
time  centered  in  the  middle  of  the  7”  long  paper.  After 
printing  a  few  notes,  he  decided  that  he  could 
probably  fit  two  notes  on  each  sheet  so  he  began  print¬ 
ing  two  notes  on  each  7”  long  sheet,  one  at  a  time, 
since  he  only  had  one  plate  to  work  with.  This  was  still 
not  satisfactory,  however,  because  the  margins  thus 
created  were  too  small.  This  was  remedied  on  the  1(V 
and  25^  notes  by  increasing  the  length  of  the  paper  to 
8”.

Membership  in  the  American  Numismatic  Association  is  a  privilege  ex¬ 
tended  to  those  persons  and  organizations  deemed  worthy  thereof  and  is 
not  a  matter  of  right.  Such  membership  can  be  maintained  only  until  the 
Board  of  Governors  determines  that  the  conduct  of  a  member  has  been 
such  that,  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Association,  his  membership  should 
be  terminated.
